






“HISTORY IS DULL!” 

Mr. Sherman Edwards, a far- 
mer history teacher, jazz pian- 
ist and composer has made 
good use of his talents. He is 
the prime reason that the cur- 
rent smash hit on Broadway,: 
“1776," is such a success. 

One of the biggest hits ever to 
be on Broadway, “1776" has 
won the Tony Award and the 
Drama Critics Award as the 
season’s best musical and. is 
still considered a “hot ticket” 
with long lines at the box office. 
National touring troups and 
Movie companies are biddjpg 
for rights to present the patriot-; 
ic show. 

Broadway, however, is not: 
noted for its support of patriotic! 
productions. Mr. Edwards tells 
of many producers refusing to; 
even consider the show because 
“history is dull.” As a matter of 
fact, the musical leans awa/ 
from the standard “smashes? 
of Broadway since it contain^ 
patriotic subject 'matter, its sex 
interest is minimal, it hasn’t git. 
a big star in the cast but in- 
stead depicts American history, 
in Mr. Edward’s words, with 
“affectionate accuracy.” 

Edwards also points out that 
with the great success of the 
show at the box office, a goodly 
percentage of the audiences has 
been school children. He spares 
no punches in his remarks 
about history books for school: 
“Weil, history isn’t dull, though 
maybe the way it’s taught is.” 

This is just one more example 
of the current trend to the 
Right. A rash of other historical 
shows, even some with numeric- 
al titles, are being considered 
for production. Edwards, him- 
self, has plans for more and 
hopefully as good shows along 
the same lines as “1776.” Pat- 
riots should strike while the 
iron is hot and not let the turn 
to the Right diminish. Letters of 
support to this and any other 
patriotic endeavor can cause 
the turn to grow even larger: 
and this is something one per- 
son can do in behalf of Free- 
dom.

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INVITING ATTACK 


Preparation for an Anti-Bal- 
listic Missile system could lose 
by three or less votes in the 
Senate. Some politicians think 
more voters will be won by 
spending the funds on doles 
to members of minority groups. 

Gen. A. C. Wedemeyer has 
written me that the Strategy 
Committee of the American Se- 
curity Council, of which he is a 
member, has made a deep and 
competent study of this nation’s 
dire need for the ABM Safe- 
guard system. The general is not 
one to be unduly alarmed. 

Lenin stated: “It doesn’t mat- 
ter if three-quarters of the 
world is wiped out, if the re- 
maining one-quarter is commu- 
nist.” We dare not leave our- 
selves without effective defense 
system against a power imbued 
with that philosophy. 

The Safeguard system has 
earned the sponsorship of the 
President of the United States, 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. Dr., 
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Edward Teller, and Gen. Wede- 
meyer and the other MacArthur-j 
trained military statesmen who 
understand both science and the 
nature of the enemy. 

Where the people have no 
control over leaders like Lenin, 
Stalin, Mao Tse-tung and Cas- 
tro. free nations cannot afford 
to dream wishful dreams about 
“peaceful co-existence.” The 
best informed feel that it is 
practically national suicide for 
the United Stales to fail to de- 
velop the ABM Safeguard sys- 
tem now. Since the Russians 
already have theirs, it is foolish 
to say we win “provoke” them 
by developing our own. 

Waiting until we need to use 
the ABM to stop an incoming 
nuclear missile will be too late.

| system actually invites an at- 
| tack from enemy countries, as 
they are today, or whoever they 
may be tomorrow.

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U.S. FLAG ON HEOON 

When the Apollo 11 
astronauts land on the moon this 
month they will bear the United 
States flag.

It would 
have been foolish to plant the 
flag of an organization which has 
members violently hostile to the 
country that was the first to 
reach the moon. 

The citizens of the United 
States have provided the 
financing for space exploration, 
the technical know-how 
necessary for this project, and 
the courageous men who have 
risked their lives to explore the 
Unknown. 

Americans can well take 
pride in the results of the 
Mercury, Gemini, and Apollo 
programs. No other country has 
come close to equalling this total 
achievement. The Soviet Union 
finally had to admit its defeat in 
space by the United States, 
announcing that it does not 
intend to land men on the 
moon. 

Only a free country could 
have produced the achievements 
of Apollo 9 and Apollo 1 0, 
accomplishments which inspired 
the whole world. The Apollo 11 
crew will pay tribute to the 
astronauts preceding them and 
to their fellow countrymen by 
carrying the Stars and Stripes to 
the surface of the moon.

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Marine Speaks Out Boldly 


Recently a young Marine in 
Vietnam wrote a letter to 
friends in Springfield, Mis- 
souri. Tlje letter was later 
printed in a Springfield news- 
paper. The Marine attempted 
to give his friends a picture of 
the -war in Vietnam which they 
don’t receive from the mass 
media. 

The media often depict our 
forces in Vietnam as oppressing 
the innocent civilians of that 
country. But the Marine’s let- 
ter points out that our serv- 
icemen often “help a village 
harvest rice so they can eat 
this year .... Another thing 


is the American public doesn’t 
hear about the 24-hour-a-day, 
7-days-a-week project going 
on to provide medical car* and 
sanitation instruction to tha 
villagers of South Vietnam.” 

Other unpublicized effort* 
by our men include “civic ac- 
tion projects which build irri- 
gation ditches to help feed a 
needy village whose rice crop 
isn’t producing enough to feed 
the people.” The letter tells 
us “about Marines who built 
the children’s hospital, school 
and orphanages here in Da- 
Nang.” 

The South Vietnamese them- 
selves, according to this Mar- 


ine, “at* just now beginning 
to feel the effect ofj our far- 
ranging programs to help 
them. They have concrete evi- 
dence that we*re here to help 
them and not to exploit them.” 
The Marin* and his friends 
see their task as “helpful to 
save the basic dignity 0 f free- 
dom that these people deserve.” 
The soldiers who have done 
all of these things, the young 
Marine reminds us, are ‘those 
same guys the hippies call 
‘warmongers/ ” Our service- 
men deserve better of the pub- 
lic and the media. Their story 
of the Vietnam War should be 
more widely known. #
